RICHMOND, Va. (U.R)—A Negro 
leader -aid today Virginia Negroes 
will “wait and see” before decid­ 
ing on the action of the state in 
voting for public-supported private 
schools to avoid school desegrega­ 
tion. 
Virginians voted two-to-one yes­ 
terday in favor of public tuition 
grants for parents who object to 
sending their children to inte­ 
grated schools. 
Unofficial tabulations, with 1,762 
of the state’s 1,861 precincts re­ 
porting, showed 300,172 votes for 
the program with 143,106 votes 
against it. 
Oliver W. Hill, attorney for the 
National Assn. for the Advance­ 
ment of Colored People, said if 
Virginia -does not show good faith 
toward desegregating its schools, 
legal steps will be taken to bring 
the state in line with the Supreme 


Court decision banning segregated 
classrooms. 


The issue was on calling a con­ 
vention to amend Section 141 of 
the state constitution to permit 
the General Assembly to use pub­ 
lic funds to aid in the private edu­ 
cation of white Virginia school 
children. 


The next step in the state’s anti­ 
integration program is expected 
tomorrow when Gov. Thomas B. 
Stanley addresses the opening ses­ 
sion of the 1956 state legislature.

has 
indicated 
that

wants the assembly to speed up 
its regular 
business so 
it can 
legislate the tuition-grant program 
before adjourning in mid-March. 
Included is another referendum 
on the naming of delegates to the 
convention and the convention it­ 
self.

happen every four to five years.” 
Cotton prepared his report on 
flood control after the Novato zone 
was set up last year under terms 
of the Marin County Flood Con­ 
trol Act. 
The commissioners did not rec­ 
ommend approving the portion of 
Cotton’s report regarding land un­ 
der the 10-12 foot contour eleva­ 
tion until the use of the 7,500 
acres of below sea level property 
has been determined. 
Mayo suggested the commission’s 
recommending the acceptance of 
the entire report as feasible and 
sound from an,engineering stand­ 
point. But he stressed the use of 
the sea level acreage should be 
up to the planning commission 
and the people of Novato. 
Cotton recommended diking the 
sea level property, 
which 
then 
could be used as a residential de­ 
velopment for some 1,500 homes. 
“Man can’t prevent the flooding 
of below sea level property,” lashed 
Commissioner Hugh Rodman of 
Mill Valley, who said he was “ab­ 
solutely against” Cotton's recom­ 
mendations for development of the 
sea level property. 
Rodman declared, “Our recom­ 
mendations should strengthen the 
county’s seven-foot ordinance (re­ 
quiring developers to fill sea level 
property up to at least seven feet 
before securing approval of plans), 
not weaken it.” 
At the close of the discussion, 
the commissioners suggested to the 
supervisors that they request the 
North Marin Water District direc­ 
tors to consider lowering the level 
of Stafford Dam water to what­ 
ever level would be safe at inter­ 
vals during the 1956 winter and 
spring rainy season. The lowering 
of the dam's water level was sug­ 
gested to prevent possible flooding 
of the Novato area by preventing 
cascades of water from going over 
the dam’s spillways during periods 
of heavy rain.

trial are a part of the facts of 
the case and have not been con­ 
tradicted. 
Immediate effect of the decision 
is to restore to the Griffin prop­ 
erty a value which has been ap­ 
praised at $73,000, for light in­ 
dustrial use. Trial testimony placed 
its value, if zoned residential, at 
no higher than $8,000. 
CALLED CONFISCATION 
This question of disparity in 
values according to allowed use 
of the land was noted by the court 
in this language: 
. . the action 
of the county amounted to virtual 
confiscation of the greater portion 
of plaintiff’s property value with­ 
out the slightest justification of 
public necessity . . . to say that 
the desirability of limiting ‘on and 
off 
movement’ 
of 
traffic 
(ad­ 
vanced during testimony of Mrs. 
Summers as a major reason for 
the county’s action) justified di­ 
minishing the value of plaintiff’s 
property by more than 60, thous­ 
and dollars would be an offense 
to common justice.” 
The decision was replete with 
broad statements which, it may 
be assumed, may provide ground­ 
work for future court challenges of 
local and county zoning and plan­ 
ning actions. In one instance, the 
decision 
said: 
"(the 
reasonable 
mind cannot) accept the necessity 
for rezoning (property) from in­ 
dustrial to residential in order to 
protect residential values which 
developed during the nine years 
that (the property) enjoyed an in­ 
dustrial classification.” 
Going further, the court said: 
“While

ojEfend good planning, arbitrary 
confiscation of property offends 
both the federal and state con­ 
stitutions.”

subsequent action, of the county in 
changing zoning to light indus­ 
trial are a part of the facts of 
the case and have not 'been, con­ 
tradicted. 
Immediate' effect of the decision 
is to restore to' the Griffin prop­ 
erty a value which, has been ap­ 
praised at $73,'060', for light in­ 
dustrial use. 'Trial, testimony placed, 
its value, if zoned residential, at 
no higher than 38,000. 
CALLED CONFISCATION 
This question of disparity 'In 
values according to 'allowed use 
of the land was noted by the court 
in this, language: 
. . the action 
of the county amounted to' virtual 
confiscation of the greater portion 
of plaintiff’s property value with­ 
out the slightest justification of 
public necessity „ . „ to say that 
the desirability of limiting ‘on and 
off movement* of traffic 
'(ad­ 
vanced during testimony of Mrs. 
Summers as a major reason for 
the county’s action) justified di­ 
minishing the value of plaintiff’s 
property by more than, 60, thous­ 
and dollars would, be an offense 
to common justice." 
The decision was replete with 
broad statements which, It may 
be assumed, may provide ground­ 
work for future court challenges of 
local and county zoning and' plan­ 
ning .actions. In one Instance, the 
decision said: "(the reasonable 
mind, cannot) accept the necessity 
for rezoning (property) from in­ 
dustrial to residential In order to' 
protect residential value»' which 
developed, du.ri.ng' the nine years 
that ('the property) enjoyed an. in­ 
dustrial classification.” 
Going further, the court said:

Tam Projects Reported 


Progress on several Tamalpaii' 
Union High School District pro! 
ects was reviewed last night by 
the board of trustees. “Amazing” 
progress on the $2,900,000 bond 
issue voted in October was report­ 
ed to the board by Chester G. 
Carlisle, district superintendent. 
Bids for sale of one million dol­ 
lars worth of the bonds will be 
opened Jan. 31, Carlisle reported. 
The 
original 
schedule, 
which 
aimed at an early January bid sale 
date, was disrupted after Thomas 
D. McDougall, chairman of the 
Citizens’ R e s e a r c h Committee, 
charged the election was illegal 
because all the notices were not 
mailed a full 10 days in advance. 
After Superior Judge Jordan 
Martinelli ruled Dec. 19 the elec­ 
tion was legal, the District At­ 
torneys Office and Harrison Lep- 
po, Mill Valley attorney, helped 
clear legal hurdles so the bonds 
could be placed on the market at 
an advantageous time. 
PRAISES SPEED 
“I want to compliment the a t­ 
torney, the district attorney or the 
superintendent — whoever is re­ 
sponsible — on the speed with

handled,” said 
Howard McGill, 
board chairman. 
Puli amount of the bond issue 
is to cover expansion of both 
Tamalpais and D r a k e 
H i g h 
Schools and the construction of 
a third high school at Larkspur. 
Throughout the legal delays, work 
has been progressing on plans and 
legal arrangements on all three 
projects. 
Last night the board also ap­ 
proved preliminary plans for the 
girls’ gym and locker room to be 
added to Tamalpais High School., 
The time schedule calls for com­ 
pletion of plans and specifications 
by Feb. 27 for submission to the 
state Division of Architecture, re­ 
ceipt of approval by April 1, be­ 
ginning of construction by April 
21 and occupancy by December of 
this year. Architects Harold Ehlen 
and Ralph Priestly presented the 
plans and explained state fire 
marshal restrictions which trim ­ 
med one feature, a gflrls’ exercise 
room, from plans. 
STAGE INCLUDED 
A raised platform at one end 
of the gymnasium brought the 
structure within the auditorium 
code, requiring 
concrete rather 
than frame construction. 
“If for an additional one per 
cent or two per cent we can in­ 
crease the use 50 per cent, we cer­ 
tainly should do that,” said Chair­ 
man McGill. “As it is—ca'll it a 
stage or a platform—it does make 
it more of a community center 
than if it were a flat floor.” 
Plans will be kept at the school 
district office for perusal.

He and two of his men drove 
to Yuba City Saturday and spent 
most of the day connecting fur­ 
naces.

Marin City's storm damage will 
amount to $10,000 or more before 
all repairs are made, the Marin 
County Housing Authority com­ 
missioners learned yesterday.

Housing Unit 
To Ask Post 
Office Rental 


The Marin City postal substa­ 
tion will be asked to pay rent, in 
return for which it will be guar­ 
anteed maintenance and utilities. 
The decision was reached yes­ 
terday after the Marin County 
Housing Authority reviewed the 
already published complaint of D. 
T. Eccles, supervisor of the Marin 
City substation of the Sausalito 
office office. Eccles’ long list of 
complaints about conditions of the 
substation was aired last week at 
the county supervisors’ meeting. 
At present, the post office is 
furnished space and utilities free 
of charge, a carryover from the 
time that the quarters were fed­ 
erally owned. The government did 
not charge rent because it would 
be “taking out of one pocket and 
putting it into another.” 
Bert Klahn, executive director, 
wa3 instructed to enter into nego­ 
tiations with postal authorities. 
Members of the housing com­ 
mission noted that the postal de­ 
partm ent pays rent elsewhere in 
the county and is even negotiating 
in one locale to pay higher rent 
for more space. 
“This is no longer a federal 
project and I think we should have 
rent,” said commissioner Harry 
Braun of Sausalito. 
“First thing, I think wre ought 
to take care of the tenants,” ob­ 
served Omar E. McNally, commis­ 
sioner from San Rafael. 
The 
present lease 
agreement 
furnished heat, light and water 
but stipulates that the post office 
will furnish maintenance. The pro­ 
posed new agreement would call 
for maintenance to be furnished 
In addition to the above services 
—at a price.

Office Rental 


The Marin City postal substa­ 
tion will be asked to pay rent, in 
return for which it will be guar­ 
anteed maintenance and utilities. 
The decision was reached yes­ 
terday after the Marin County 
Housing' Authority reviewed the 
already published complaint of D. 
T. Eccles, supervisor of toe Marin 
City substation of the Sausalito 
office office. Eccles" long list of 
complaints about conditions of the 
substation was aired last week at 
the county supervisors" meeting. 
At present, the post office is 
furnished space and utilities free 
of charge, a carryover from the 
time that the quarters were fed­ 
erally owned. The government did 
not charge rent because it would 
be “taking out of one pocket and 
putting it into another." 
Bert Klahn, executive director, 
was instructed to enter into nego­ 
tiations with postal authorities. 
Members of the housing com­ 
mission noted that the postal de­ 
partm ent pays rent elsewhere in 
the county and Is even, negotiating 
in, one locale to pay higher rent 
for more space. 
“This Is no longer a federal 
project and I think we should have 
rent," said commissioner Hairy 
Braun of Sausalito. 
"First thing, I think wTe ought 
to take care of the tenants,” ob­ 
served Omar E. McNally, commis­ 
sioner from San Rafael. 
The 
present lease 
agreement 
furnished heat, light and water 
but stipulates that the post office 
will furnish maintenance. The pro­ 
posed new agreement would call 
for maintenance to be furnished 
in addition to the above services 
—at a price.

Religious, Racial Equality 


President Eisenhower’s strong plea in his 
message to Congress for a continuance of 
the fight against religious and racial prej­ 


udice should give new courage and strength 
to the m ultitude of patriotic Americans 


striving for the equality of all citizens, re­ 


gardless of race or creed. 
In his State of the Union message, the 
President minced no words. “A fundamental 
belief shines forth in this republic,” he de­ 
clared. “We believe in the worth and dig­ 
nity of the individual. We know that if we 
are to govern ourselves wisely—in the tra­ 
dition of A m erica-w e must have the op- 
portuniity to develop our individual capa­ 


cities to the utm ost.” 
, 
Coming down 
to specifics, 
he 
added: 
‘‘T he nature of our leadership in the free 
world has increased through the past three 
years because we have made more progress 
than ever before in a similar period to 
assure our citizens equality in justice, in 
opportunity and in civil rights. We must 
expand this effort on every front. W e must 


On Labor In Politics 


Organized labor has no stouter supporter 
than Norman Thom as, the long time Social­ 
ist Party leader. For that reason, if no other, 
union heads and the rank-and-file alike 
should ponder som ething Thom as said in 
a recent newspaper column. 
H e endorsed the political acthities of the 
great unions, on the grounds that "so deeply 
do government actions affect all workers and 
their families that labor’s own organizations 
in their interests must speak out on social 


policies.” 
But then Thom as added an all important 


strive to have every 
person judged and 
measured by what he is, rather than by his 
color, race or religion.” 
T h e President also reiterated his previous 
call for revision of our im migration laws to 
elim inate racist and un-American factors. 
"Our nation has always welcom ed im mi­ 
grants to our shore,” he said. "T he wisdom 
of such a policy is clearly shown by the 
fact that America has been built by im­ 
migrants and descendants of immigrants. 
T hat policy must be continued realistically 
with present day conditions in m ind.” 
T hese are strong recom m endations, 
in

organizations, to make our principles of 
equality, justice and fair play part of every­ 
day living. Above all, as the President so 
ably pointed out, we must learn to judge 
our fellow citizens on the basis of individual 
worth, rather than by their religion or their 


race.

REMEMBER 


President Eisenhower’s fourth 
State of the Union message to 
Congress closes no doors on the 
possibility of there being a fifth. 


Obviously the message discloses 
no decision. It would be Inap­ 
propriate. It would be premature. 
But far from closing any doors 
on the possibility of a second 
term, it carefully leaves all doors 
open. 
It does this by laying out a 
19 5 6 campaign platform 
o n 
which the President could com­ 
fortably and zestfully run. 


IT ALSO SETS FORTH a leg­ 
islation 
program 
which 
pre­ 
empts for the Administration a 
very large initiative and which 
should keep Congress busy until 
almost the opening hours of the 
August conventions. 
There is no lassitude in the 
President’s 
Congressional 
pro­ 
gram. There is no lassitude in 
the 
President’s 
exposition 
of 
what is clearly Eisenhower’s case 
for Republican re-election. 
The President’s State of the 
Union campaign platform is well 
adapted to Eisenhower as the 
1956 nominee. 
It will be well adapted to an­ 
other candidate and to the Re­ 
publican party as a whole only 
if the Republican members of 
Congress demonstrate 
in 
the 
present session that they are 
genuinely behind it when the 
voting chips are down. 


A STATE OF THE Union mes­ 
sage is addressed to Congress— 
but it is also addressed to the 
country. It does not confine it­ 
self to detailing legislative pro­ 
posals as do special messages. 
Historically and constitutionally, 
it is designed to give to Congress 
literally the President’s estimate 
of the state of the Union. 
Eisenhower wasted no time in 
getting to the state of the Union 
—it was the first and foremost 
part of his message—and in de­ 
scribing it in terms which he be­ 
lieves should persuade the Am­ 
erican voters to want to continue 
his Administration or a Republi­ 
can administration in office an­ 
other four years. 


EVERY 
POLITICIAN knows 
and every public opinion poll 
confirms that the most compell­ 
ing, vote-laden issues which the 
Republicans have are peace and 
prosperity. Those are the issues 
with political oomph. Eisenhower 
significantly opened his message 
by putting these issues in the 
show window and significantly 
concluded his message by stress­ 
ing 
what 
the 
Administration 


wanted to do to strengthen peace 
and improve prosperity. 
“Our country is at peace,” the 
President said with relief. 
“Our security posture 
com­ 
mands respect,” he said with de­ 
termination. 
“Our 
economy, 
approaching 
the 400-billion-dollar mark is at 
an unparalleled level of pros­ 
perity,” he said with satisfac­ 
tion. 


THE MOST ARDENT Repub­ 
lican campaigner could not have 
expected Eisenhower to be more 
conscious of his political oppor­ 
tunities. Eisenhower put the full 
weight of his prestige behind the 
most glowing exposition of the 
Republican party's most effect­ 
ive 1956 issues. 
No one would dare infer that 
this means that the President 
has decided to be a candidate. 
It does mean that he is inter­ 
ested enough to deliver to Con­ 
gress a message ideally compati­ 
ble with being a candidate, 


THE 
PRESIDENT did not 
stress the pitfalls in the present 
uneasy relations with Moscow. 
He did * not belittle them. 
He 
noted that Communist tactics 
against the free world are shift­ 
ing in emphasis from “violence 
and threat of violence to div­ 
ision, enticement and duplicity," 
but he was confident that the 
economic, political and military 
measures the United States is 
continuing to take to strengthen 
itself and the free world would 
counter these tactics.

out the world.

turned the Cominform into a po­ 
litical instrument in its attem pt 
to purge President Tito of Yugo­ 
slavia. 
Tito 
was 
formally 
expelled 
from the Cominform. There was 
no doubt that the Kremlin be­ 
lieved it could wreck Tito. 
Tito, however, refused, to be 
purged. Instead, his successful 
defiance of the Kremlin, all but 
wrecked the Cominform. 
The announcement which Bul­ 
ganin and Khrushchev made in 
New Delhi last Dec. 14 that the 
Cominform would not be aban­ 
doned came as a surprise. 
The announcement was made 
in a joint statement by the two 
Soviet leaders at the end of their 
visit to India.

should be mentioned in such a 
statement. It has been a pretty 
anemic institution 
since 
Tito 
rocked it on its heels. 


It looks as if the Kremlin in­ 
tends not only to maintain the 
Cominform, but to strengthen it 
as part of its new cold war cam­ 
paign.

Soviet Russia 
apparently 
is 
planning an intensified propa­ 
ganda campaign throughout the 
world. 
It would be conducted through 
the little-m entioned Communist 
Inform ation Bureau, which was 
founded on Oct. 5, 1947. 
The work of this organization, 
better known as the Cominform, 
is co-ordinated with th a t of the 
Russian Communist party, which 
.sends secret instructions on poli­ 
cy to 
Communist 
parties 
in 
other countries. 


THERE WERE 
reports 
last 
September th a t the Kremlin in­ 
tended to disband Cominform. 
There seemed to be some sub­ 
stance to these reports at the 
time. 
But just before Soviet Premier 
Nikolai A. Bulganin and Russian 
Communist party chief Nikita S. 
Khrushchev ended their visit to 
India they announced th a t the 
Cominform would be maintained. 
There have been indications 
since then th a t the Cominform 
may be strengthened, and the 
scope of Its work considerably 
enlarged. 
The Cominform was founded 
by the Communist 
parties 
of 
Russia, Poland, Yugoslavia, H un­ 
gary, Bulgaria, Romania, Czech­ 
oslovakia, France and Italy. 
Its function was to be a propa­ 
ganda center th a t 
would 
lay 
down the party line to the Com­ 
munist press and radio through­ 
out the world. 


BUT IN 
1948 
the 
Kremlin 
turned the Cominform into a po­ 
litical Instrum ent in its attem pt 
to purge President Tito of Yugo­ 
slavia. 
Tito 
was 
formally 
expelled 
from the Cominform. There was 
no doubt th at the Kremlin be­ 
lieved it could wreck Tito. 
Tito, however, refused to be 
purged. Instead, his successful 
defiance of the Kremlin, all but 
wrecked toe Cominform. 
The announcement' which Bul­ 
ganin and Khrushchev made in 
New Delhi last Dec. 14 th a t the 
Cominform would not be aban­ 
doned came as a surprise. 
The announcem ent was made 
in a joint statem ent by the two 
'Soviet leaders a t the end of their 
visit to' India. 


THERE SEEMED TO be uo 
reason 
why 
the 
Cominform 
should be mentioned in such a 
statement. It has been a pretty 
anemic institution 
since 
Tito 
rocked It on It* heel*. 


It looks as if the Kremlin In­ 
tends not only to' maintain, the 
Cominform, but to strengthen It 
as part of its new cold war cam ­ 
paign. 
The Cominform is the.succes- 
sor to the old Communist In ter­ 
national—the Comintern—which 
was an instrum ent of Kremlin 
revolutionary intrigue through­ 
out the world for years. 
Josef 
Stalin 
liquidated 
the 
Comintern in 1943, as a gesture 
to Russia’s Western Allies in the 
midst of World W ar n . 
It could be th a t the Comin­ 
form which has its headquarters 
in Bucharest, Romania, is to be 
turned into something like a new 
Comintern. 
If th at happens, it 
will 
be 
something for governments, in all 
free countries to watch.

Football Television, Athletic Recruiting 
Take Spotlight At NCAA Convention 


LOS ANGELES (IP) — Football 
television and athletic recruiting, 
the new m ajor bugaboos of college 
sports, were in the spotlight today 
a t the 50th annual convention of 
the N ational Collegiate Athletic 
Assn. 


Renewal of NCAA control on 
television 
appeared 
ready 
for 
adoption, but attem pts *to control 
recruiting 
on 
a 
national 
basis 
seemed headed for defeat as rep­ 
resentative of some 300 colleges 
and universities m et in general 
assembly. 
The committee which controlled 
television last fall said it was sat­ 
isfied w ith the eight national and 
five regional games program. 
C hairm an E. L. Dick Romney. 
commissioner 
of 
the 
M ountain 
States Conference and TY com­ 
m ittee chairm an, recom m e n d e d 
th a t sim ilar controls be adopted 
for 1956. 
Round table discussions by ath - 


letic directors and faculty repre­ 
sentatives oh a recommendation 
by the recruiting committee indi­ 
cated th a t any attem pt to institute 
national controls on how high 
school athletes could be handled 
would be defeated. 
Both proposals are scheduled for 
decision tomorrow. 
The television question was con­ 
sidered likely to provoke some de­ 
bate, but the sm all colleges su r­ 
prisingly 
were 
expected 
to 
go 
along with proposals to continue 
a 1956 program substantially the 
same as th a t in effect last season. 
“I have had not one complaint 
from 
the 
sm all 
colleges,” 
said 
Theodore H arder, athletic director 
at Santa B arbara and a member 
of the TV committee. 
The m ajor schools on the West 
Coast, most of them members of 
the 
Pacific 
Coast 
Conference, 
were expected to speak out for a 
reversal 
of 
the 
8-5 
national- 
regional system. But the chances 


were th a t they would go along 
with the decision of the entire 
membership. Both the East and 
the Midwest, prim arily the Big 10, 
were said to be happy with the 
present 
arrangem ent. 
The 
two 
areas represent a huge segment 
of the voting strength. 
T he NCAA recruiting committee 
has an amendm ent ready for pre­ 
sentation. It would lim it colleges 
to paying expenses of only one 
round trip to a campus by a high 
school athlete and ban booster 
clubs from picking up the tab for 
any such excursion. 


Both athletic directors and fac­ 
ulty representative indicated they 
were opposed to any attem pt to 
control recruiting on a national 
basis. 
The 
concensus 
by both 
groups was th a t too m any geo­ 
graphical differences existed 
to 
enable any national plan to work 
effectively. 


K enneth L. (Tug) Wilson, com- 


missioner of the Big 10, told the 
faculty representatives th a t the 
am endm ent, if adopted, would get 
out of control “like a prairie fire, 
and a lot of us will get burned." 


Bernie Moore, Southeast Confer­ 
ence commissioner, told the a th ­ 
letic directors “recruiting today is 
smoother, faster and more spec­ 
tacular th a n ever before.” 
“I don’t believe the NCAA can 
ever do any good trying to en ­ 
force recruiting rules nationally,” 
said M atty Bell, Southern M eth­ 
odist athletic director. “There are 
too m any problems peculiar to the 
many sections of the country.” 
The lone dissenting voice in yes­ 
terday’s athletic directors’ me ‘ • 
ing was raised by Howard D anford 
of Florida S tate College. 
“Recruiters don’t confine them ­ 
selves to ju st one particular sec­ 
tion,” said Danford. “Surely there 
must be a national guide set up 
to handle the problem.”

break the rules, where the re­ 
wards of integrity and skill ar* 
great, where life is constantly com­ 
petitive and where it is necessary 
to exercise some repression. 
‘‘Some of the so-called progres­ 
sive schools Instill in children the 
idea that they should 
exercise 
every whim at any time, that they 
must express themselves, no mat-1 
ter how disastrous the results, that 
if they don't like to read or do 
sums they don’t have to, and that, 
no matter what they do they will 
never punished. 
"I believe you have more of this 
kind of schools in America than 
we do in Britain, but even there 
discipline is much more lax than 
It used to be.”

Some Teachers Are Not Doing Their 


Part To Make Homework Too Effective 


I'm writing especially to high 
school teachers today. Teachers, 
do you give homework to your 
pupils? If so, do you do your p art 
to make the homework effective? 
I think you have three rather 
specific obligations. Here they are: 
D ifferentiated assignm ents: Your 
first obligation is to differentiate 
your assignments. D on't give the 
same assignment to a whole class. 
If you do, the fast ones will learn 
to be lazy. The slow ones will be 
overwhelmed, They can't do a 
standard assignment w ithin a rea­ 
sonable length of time. In a ten th - 
grade class you’ll find kids with 
th ird grade reading ability. You’ll 
find others who read as fast as 
you do. Give three different as­ 
signments. 
One to the speedy 
students, one to the average group, 
and one to the slow-pokes. 
Careful explanations: Make sure 
every attentive pupil in each class 
understands 
y o u r 
assignments 
clearly. Don’t just jot page num ­ 
bers on the blackboard. Don’t whiz 
through the directions you give. 
D on’t get sarcastic with those wh<5 
ask questions. If you do, the time 
they spend studying m ay be w ast­ 
ed. Recently I saw a teacher order 
a boy to ^tand in w hat he called 
the “stupid corner.” The boy had 
asked an Intelligent question about 
a home assignment. T hat is foul 
teaching.

Quick 
correction 
and retu rn : 
G et your homework papers cor­ 
rected promptly. R eturn them to 
the pupils within a day or two. 
Otherwise they w on't catch their 
mistakes in time. 
They won’t 


learn w hat you’ve tried to teach 
them. Correcting papers is drudg­ 
ery. I know th at. B ut if you as­ 
sign homework there’s no way to 
avoid it. Read every last word on 
every paper. W rite your correc­ 
tions clearly, in red or blue pen­ 
cil. Then retu rn the paper prom pt­ 
ly. T hat is your homework. Really 
it is. 
I’m sorry to sound so preachy 
today. I don’t enjoy preaching. But 
judging from the mail I ’ve been 
receiving, some of the teachers in 
towns and cities where Parents’ 
Corner is published are not doing 
their p art to make homework ef­ 
fective. T he preaching is needed.

Be Careful Of Child's Feet 
—They Must Last A Lifetime 


By DOROTHY V. WHIPPLE, M.D. 


One pair of feet must last a 
lifetime and feet need special care 
just as do eyes 
and ears and 
throats. 
It’s amazing how many people 
have trouble with their feet. A re­ 
cent survey showed that 65 per 
cent of the boys and 80 per cent 
of the girls of school age in one 
community had foot disorders of 
one sort or another. 
Most of these foot troubles need 
never have happened. Some of 
them could have been corrected 
during infancy. 
The feet of a 
newborn 
baby 
normally are flat. The arch de­ 
velops as the 
child 
begins 
to 
crawl and to stand on his feet. 
The leg muscles grow, the fatty 
pads are absorbed and the true 
arch appears. The foot continues 
its development throughout the 
entire period of childhood. 
It’s important to have a doctor 
examine a baby’s feet soon after 
birth. Sometimes the way an in­ 
fant was held in 
his 
mother’s 
womb pulls and stretches the pli­ 
able muscles and tendons of the 
feet. When this happens the baby 
finds it most comfortable to lie 
with his feet in an abnormal posi* 
tion. The longer he keeps his feet 
this way the more chance there is 
that some of the tendons will be­ 


come so short that he can never 
quite straighten them out. 
In mild cases a little massage is 
all that is necessary. In more se­ 
vere cases the baby may need to 
have plaster casts applied to his 
feet for a few weeks. In any case 
treatment started in 
the 
first 
weeks of life is many times more 
effective than that begun later. 
During 
infancy 
the 
baby’s 
bones are soft 
and 
are 
easily 
moulded by pressure. If a baby 
sleeps always on his abdomen, his 
feet will be turned out all the 
time he is asleep. In this position 
the ligaments on the inside of the 
ankle are stretched, and the ones 
on the outside are often contract­ 
ed. The foot does not grow prop­ 
erly this way. 
If your baby has good feet at 
birth, keep them that way during 
infancy. See to it that his position 
is changed from time to time. Try 
to accustom him to sleeping some­ 
times on his back, and sometimes 
on each side. In this way 
the 
pressures are constantly changed 
and moulding does not take place. 


When yotfr 
child 
begins 
to 
walk, watch his feet and legs 
carefully. 
Bow 
legs, 
knocked 
knees, pigeon toes are more often 
than not due to something wrong 
with the feet. If you observe any 
of these signs take your youngster 
to the doctor right away. These 
things will not be outgrown, but 
can be corrected completely if you 
institute the*right measures early. 
Throughout 
childhood 
watch 
your child’s shoes. Make sure they 
fit. Children’s feet grow rapidly. 
Many children outgrow a shoe be 
fore they wear it 
out. 
Some­ 
times it seems hard to have to 
spend money for new shoes when 
there is still a lot of wear left in 
the old ones. However, it is money 
very well spent for your child’s 
future foot health. 
Many clothes can 
be 
handed 
down from an older to a young 
child—but not shoes (except rare­ 
ly). Each child needs the benefit 
of shoes that truly fit him. 
And watch socks too. They are 
outgrown just like shoes and need 
to be replaced frequently. ,

Be Careful Of Child's Feet 
—They Must Last A Lifetime 


By DOROTHY V. WHIPPLE, M.D. 


One pair of feet must last a 
lifetime and feet need special care 
Just as do 
eyes and ears and 
throats. 
It’s amazing how many people 
have trouble with their feet. A re­ 
cent survey showed that 65 per 
cent of the boys and 80 per cent 
of the girls of school age in one 
community had foot disorders of 
one sort or another. 
Most of these foot troubles need 
never have happened. Some of 
them could have been corrected 
during' infancy. 
The feet of a 
newborn 
baby 
normally are flat. The arch de­ 
velops as the 
child 
begins 
to 
crawl and to stand on his feet. 
The leg muscles grow, the fatty 
pads are absorbed and the true 
.arch appears. The foot continues 
its development throughout the 
entire period of childhood. 
It’s important to have a doctor 
examine a baby’s feet soon after 
birth. Sometimes the way an In­ 
fant was held In 
his. 
mother’s 
womb pulls and stretches, the pli­ 
able muscles and tendons of the 
feet. When this happens the baby 
finds it most comfortable to lie 
with his feet in an abnormal posi* 
lion... The longer he keeps his. feet 
this way the more chance there is 
that some of the tendons will be­ 


come so short that he can never 
quite straighten them out. 
In mild cases a little massage is 
all that is necessary. In more se­ 
vere cases, the baby may need, to 
have plaster casts applied to his 
feet for a few weeks. In any case 
treatment started in 
the 
first 
weeks of life is many times more 
effective than that begun later. 
During 
infancy 
the 
baby’s 
bones are soft and 
are 
easily 
moulded by pressure. If a baby 
sleeps always on his abdomen, his 
feet will be turned out all the 
time he is asleep. In this position 
the ligaments on the inside of the 
ankle are stretched, and the ones 
on the outside are often contract­ 
ed. The foot does not grow prop­ 
erly this way. 
If your baby has good feet at 
birth, keep them that way during 
.infancy. See to it that his position, 
is changed from time to time. Tty 
to accustom him to sleeping some­ 
times on his back, and sometimes 
on each side. In this 
way the 
pressures are constantly changed 
and moulding does not take place. 


When yotfr 
child 
begins 
to 
walk, watch his feet and legs 
carefully. 
Bow 
legs, 
knocked 
knees, pigeon toes are more often 
than, not due to something wrrong 
with the feet. If you observe any 
of these signs take your youngster 
to the doctor right away. These 
things will not be outgrown, but 
can be corrected completely if you 
.institute the* right measures early. 
'Throughout 
childhood 
watch 
your child’s shoes. Make sure they 
fit. Children’s feet grow rapidly. 
Many children outgrow a shoe be­ 
fore they wear it 
out. 
Some­ 
times it seems hard to have to 
spend money for new shoes when 
there is still a lot of wear left in 
the old ones. However, it is money 
very well spent for your child’s 
future foot health. 
Many clothes can 
be 
handed 
down from an older to a young 
child—but not shoes (except rare­ 
ly). Each child needs the benefit 
of shoes that truly fit him. 
And watch socks too. They are 
outgrown just like shoes and need 
to be .replaced frequently. ,

Airmen Help Klamath Flood Victims 


With Gifts, Flights Of Supplies 


KLAMATH (Special to the I-J) | 
—The waters are receding, but tl\e j 
flood cleanup in this area is ju s t! 
starting, two weeks after the city 
was almost washed off the map. 
Some residences and commercial 
buildings, badly damaged by the 
swirling waters Just before Christ­ 
mas, have been burned to prevent 
further devastation by disease and 
rats, with huge butf-dozers push­ 
ing the shattered structures into 
piles for massive bonfires. Others 
will require many hours of labor 
before they can be reentered. 
AID NEEDED 
Many citizens of the community 
still are in need of clothing, bed­ 
ding and food, with Major Edward 
O. 
Cassidy, 
commander of the 
777th Aircraft Control and W arn­ 
ing squadron which operates the 
radar site here, still serving meals 
to several of the flood victims, al­ 
though the number has dropped 
from the 52 who had breakfast at 
his home one morning and the 17 
who slept in his two bedroom 
home one qight. 
Two aircraft loads of clothing, 
food, beds, bedding, blankets, and 
other supplies, donated by mem­ 
bers of the 28th Air Division (De­ 
fense) and flown here Friday by 
C-47s from Hamilton Air Force 
Base, 
alleviated 
the 
situation 
somewhat but collection of essen­ 
tials still Is continuing under the 
guidance of Brig. 
Gen. 
Monro 
MacCloskey, 
28th 
Air 
Division 
commander, who personally flew 
over the area last week. 
23 MILLION DAMAGE 
Damage in the Klamath-Glen 
area has been estimated at more 
than three million dollars, and the 
scene from the air still is one of 
devastation. 
On the ground, as 
airmen from the Regua AC&W 
site devoted their off-duty time to 
taking over patrol duties to re­ 
lieve California National Guards­ 
men, the scene was one of grim 
determination 
to 
repair 
flood 
damage. 
Throughout both communities 
buildings were tossed around like 
toy structures, as the swirling wa. 
ters overcame them. Some, broken 
to bits, disappeared completely. 
Others were moved, some many 
hundreds of feet. A few remained 
on the property, but with their 
foundations gone, so that the for­ 
mer homes leaned drunkenly, as 
though still reeling after the im­ 
pact of the waters. 
Streets, where they still could 
be identified as streets, were clog­ 
ged with debris, with some of the 
clutter lodging in holes as much as 
30 feet deep where flood whirl­ 
pools had 
bored holes 
through 
pavement, substructure and foun­ 
dations alike. 
“CAN’T FIND TRACE" 
Residents of the communities 
were seeking homes and personal 
property. But “in moat cases" one 
man pointed out, “everything is 
gone and we can’t find even a 
trace." 
Hot meals are still being served 
daily by the Red Cross, while Ward 
Berg, acting police chief and head 
of the Civil Defense organization 
In Klamath, provides snacks and 
coffee. 
Berg took time out from caring 
for the workers to point out “those 
airmen! They did an outstanding 
job. 
We’re 
proud to have ’em 
around.” 
He 
explained that under 
the 
guidance of Major Cassidy the ra­ 
dar site airmen gave up holiday 
leave time to help 
during 
the 
height of the flood, and that since 
that time they have volunteered 
for safety patrol and shovel de­ 
tails. All this, he said, was after 
they had worked their regular 
shifts at the radar site. 
RADIO WARNINGS 
Townspeople also credited the 
airmen with having saved an in­ 
determinate 
number 
of 
lives 
through their radio warnings to 
the surrounding areas, which kept 
residents warned of flood dangers 
through the height of the rising 
waters. 


Several letters of commendation 
have been written to 
General 
MacCloskey regarding the work 
done by Major Cassidy and his 
men, with William M. Parker, Del 
Norte county director of Civil De­ 
fense, writing “Major Cassidy met 
our every need and request, many 
of which were Of an urgent na­ 
ture.’* 


Friday’s two airplane loads of 
supplies were the first of a stream 
of assistance which Air Force per­ 
sonnel ftt Hamilton will be send­ 
ing to .the Klamath area, since 
General MacCloskey was asked that 
the program be continued as long 


as help is needed,

ing mass of scientific evidence" 
on 
the 
measure’s 
effectiveness, 
safety and economy. 
Fluoridation was described 
as 
“the most promising factor” in re­ 
sistance of the teeth to decay in 
another report in the Journal, by 
Dr. David F. Mitchell, 
of 
In ­ 
dianapolis, professor and chairman 
of the department of oral diagno­ 
sis, School of Dentistry, Indiana 
University. 
Dr. Mitchell 
said 
that 
while 
many theories have been advanc­ 
ed on the causes of dental decay, 
the most important proved factors 
are the inter-action of sugars ahd 
acid-producing mouth bacteria. 
Most of the public’s dental bill 
of an estimated one and one-half 
billion dollars a year is the result 
of the ravages of tooth decay, he 
said. 
“It is estimated that the cur­ 
rent rate of dental decay is six 
times as great as the rate of den­ 
tal repair,” he said.

If Furniture Got Wet, 


Here Are Repair Hints 


Emergency 
flood 
information | 
pamphlets 
containing 
suggested 
remedies for water-damage to fur­ 
niture and other personal prop­ 
erty, are available in Marin. 
The pamphlets, prepared by the 
Agricultural 
Extension 
Service, 
University of California, may be 
obtained from June Maclure, home 
adviser, Room 2, in the San R a­ 
fael Post Office building. 
Hints for coping with some of 
the more common forms of dam­ 
age follow: 
Mildew: 
Brush any loose dirt 
from upholstered furniture and 
shampoo the fabric. If there is 
mildew on the fabric, wipe it with 
a cloth wrung out of dilute alcohol 
(1 cup denatured alcohol to 1 cup 
water). Dry the furniture thor­ 
oughly. If furniture was wet a 
long time, stuffing may have mil­ 
dewed or started to decay. 
It may be necessary to send it 
to a reliable dry-cleaning or stor­ 
age company for fumigating. In 
cases of badly-damaged upholster­ 
ed furniture, stuffing may need 
to be replaced. Springs may need 
to be cleaned and oiled; frames 
cleaned. If such work is needed, 
the furniture should be sent to 
an experienced cabinetmaker or 
upholsterer, unless you are con­ 
fident of your ability to do the 
work. 


Removing white spots from fur­ 
niture: If the whole surface is af­ 
fected (by white spots or cloudi­ 
ness caused by dampness) 
try 
rubbing with a cloth wrung out 
of a mixture of Vt cup of house­ 
hold ammonia and 
V» cup of 
water; 
wipe dry at once and 
poloish 
with wax or 
furniture 
polish. For smaller areas or spots 
on varnished surfaces, rub with a 
cloth moistened with camphorated 
oil or oil of peppermint. 
A drop or two of ammonia on 
a damp cloth may do the work. 
Rub dry with a soft cloth and 
polish. Cigarette ashes rubbed in 
with the finger tips are often ef 
fective in removing white spots. If 
all efforts to remove white blem­ 
ishes are ineffective, it may be 
necessary to refinish the furni­ 
ture. 
Leather: Remove surface dirt 
from leather, wash in cold water 
then wipe with a dry cloth. Stuff 
purses and shoes with crushed 
paper to retain shape. Leave suit 
cases open. Dry leather in normal 
air away from heat and sun. When 
dry, rub with saddle soap. Neats 
foot oil may be used on shoes 
that have become stiff. It causes 
leather to darken. 
Paste-type 
neutral 
floor 
wax 
may be used on leathers as a final 
polish If they ar* not to be re

Use steel wool or a suede brush 
on suede. Rinse leather and suede 
jackets in cold water. Dry away 
from heat. 
Books: Place books on end to 
dry with the leaves separated 
After a time they should be piled 
and pressed to keep the leaves 
from crinkling. This alternate dry 
ing and pressing should be con­ 
tinued until the materials are 
thoroughly dry to prevent mildew. 
If booksh are very damp, sprinkle 
cornstarch or talcum between the 
leaves to take up the moisture; 
leave for several hours and then 
brush off. A little heat and sep­ 
arating of the pages are desirable 
toward the end of the process to 
prevent musty odors. 
Other types of materials covered 
in the pamphlets include rugs, 
wood, bedding and household lin­ 
ens, clothing, household metal*, 
walls and smooth-surface floor 
covering*.

Some residence* and commercial 
buildings, badly damaged by the 
swirling waters just before Christ­ 
mas, have been burned to prevent 
further devastation by disease and 
rats, with huge bull-dozers push­ 
ing the shattered structures Into 
piles for massive bonfire». Others 
will require many hours of labor 
before they can be reentered. 
AID NEEDED 
Many citizens of the community 
still are In need of clothing, bed­ 
ding and. food, with Major Edward

Cassidy,

in * three North. American 
cities—Grand Rapids, Mich.; New­ 
burgh, N. Y., and Brantford, On­ 
tario—an article in the Journal 
of tije 
.American 
Dental 
.Assn. 
points out. 
Dr. H. Trendley Dean, of Chi­ 
cago, secretary of the association’! 
Council, on Dental Research, re­ 
ported that the overall rates for 
the three cities showed a reduc­ 
tion of nearly 60 per cent In dental 
decay when compared with pre- 
fluoridation experience. 
“The results from these three 
cities evidence the gradual tran­ 
sition of the theory of fluoridation, 
into a scientific law," he said. 
Dr. Dean, said that an. increas­ 
ing number of reports from num­ 
erous other independent 
studiej 
“merely augment the overwhelm­ 
ing mass of .scientific evidence”' 
on the 
measure’s effectiveness, 
safety and economy. 
Fluoridation was described 
as 
“the most promising factor” in re­ 
sistance of the teeth, to decay in 
another report in the Journal, by 
Dr. David F. Mitchell, 
of 
In­ 
dianapolis, professor and chairman 
of the department of oral diagno­ 
sis, School of 'Dentistry, Indiana 
University. 
Dr. Mitchell 
said 
that 
while 
many theories have been advanc­ 
ed. on the causes of dental, decay, 
the most Important proved factors, 
are the inter-action of sugars ahd 
acid-producing mouth bacteria. 
Most of the public’s dental bill 
of an estimated one and one-half 
billion dollars a year is the result 
of the ravages of tooth decay, ha 
said. 
“It .is. estimated that the cur­ 
rent rate of dental decay is six: 
times as great as the rate of den­ 
tal repair,” he said.
